FORMER BISBEE

WILL SUPERINTEND

DRILLING AT MIAMI

E. R. Rice, One Time Head
of Efficiency Department of
C Q., to Handle Drilling of
Inspiration Needles.

GLOBE, Ariz., Oct. 7. E. R. Rice,

for four years efficiency engineer for
the Copper Queen and the man who
drilled the Miami Southwestern for
Paine-Webb- interests, has been en-

gaged to superintend drilling opera-

tions at the Inspiration Needles Cop-

per Company's property. This was

the announcement made by John S.

Cook, secretary or the Company, yes-

terday when he completed negotia-

tions that have been going on for the
last two weeks. The company had
several men in view for the position
but were determined to secure a sup-

erintendent without regard to price,
who is best equipped for the work in
hand. Mr. Rice is considered the man
as his knowledge of the Miami Copper
belt, on which both the Inspiration
Needles and Miami Southwestern are
situated, has been gained at first hand

Mr. Rice is a graduate of the Michi-

gan School of Mines and is a member
of the American Institute of Mining
Engineers, flis record shows him to
be thoroughly familiar with drilling
operations on such a property as the
Inspiration Needles and it Is antici
pated that under his direction prog-

ress on the properly will go ahead at
a rapid pace.

When the now superintendent
comes here this week to take charge
of the property he will bring with him
an expert assayer whose knowledge
of ores of the character found on the
Inspiration Needles has been gained
through extensive experience. The
assay office at the property has been
completed and there is nothing to
cause any delay in the progress of
development work.

Southwestern it was for the Paine-Webb- er

His drill-
ing developed an ore body of approxi-
mately 12,000,000 tons of ore. The Mi-

ami Southwestern .and the Inspira
tion Consolidated Copper Company
both adjoin the Inspiration Needles
and geological conditions indicate
that the ore bodies of both these
properties continue into Needle3
ground. '

TOVREA PRAISES THE

PINAL DEVELOPMENT

Local Man, Director in Com-
pany, Returns from Trip

to Property Near Ray.

E. A. Tovrea, Bisbee business man,
has just returned from Pinal county
where he inspected the progress be-

ing made at the property of the Pinal
Development Company and which he
declares is more than satisfactory
from every standpoint. Tovrea re-

turns more optimistic than ever of
the possibilities of the property.

Good results are being had in the
main tunnel. Two shifts are working
steadily. The face of the working is
now in quartizite, which formation un-

Nothing of importance, In
the way of a find is anticipated until
the tunnel reaches the contact.

"Present showings would indicate,"
said Tovrea, "that Pinal Development
with its numerous good showings and
the substantial development now in
progress will eventually become a
real, big mine. As rewards the com-
